Your 1835 U.S. half dollar is a common coin which 
sells for up to £2.00, in nice condition* The 
copper token with "Millions for Defence," etc* 
is a patriotic token of the Jackson-Van Buren 
period which passed in circulation for ono cent 
but was put out by private issuers. It is worth 
about 50 i • 

Your 20^ silver piece of 1875 depends, in rarity, 
upon the mint. If it has a small "s" under the 
eagle it is the commonest type. Depending on 
condition, these sell for $1.50 to C5»00. 

The balance of the coins have a small premium 
but, unless they are in choice condition, they 
would not bring much of a premium. 

I hope you get enjoyment out of these interesting 
early-Ameri can pieces.
